^jpHE  Trustees  of  the  Patrick  Stead 
Hospital  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1930. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  yehr  has 
been  the  inauguration  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme.  In  our  last  Report  we  stated  that 
the  question  was  under  consideration,  and  in 
June  last  the  Scheme  was  finally  approved 
and  launched. 

We  should  like  to  set  on  record  our 
very  high  appreciation  and  our  gratitude  to 
Capt.  H.  C.  Rush,  R.N.,  who  has  not  only 
formulated  the  Scheme  but  has  launched 
and  run  it  most  successfully  since  last  June. 

We  tender  our  very  grateful  thanks  to 
all  the  Collectors  under  the  Scheme  whose 
names  are  set  out  in  this  Report,  together 
with  such  other  details  as  we  think  our 
Patrons  may  find  of  interest. 
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Mr.  P.  J.  Burton,  L.D.S.,  of  Lowestoft, 
has  kindly  joined  our  Staff  as  Hon.  Dental 
Surgeon. 

The  help  afforded  by  the  Football  Cup 
Competition,  £32;  the  Holton  Hall  Tennis 
Tournament,  £26  17s.  6d.  ;  Mrs.  Roe’s  Flag 
Day,  £29  14s.  3d.,  and  Mr.  T.  Stebbings’ 
Turkey  Draw,  £12  15s.  Od.,  was  highly 

appreciated,  and  the  Trustees  wish  to 
express  their  gratitude  to  the  respective 
organizers  and  to  all  those  who  have 
subscribed  and  given  to  the  Funds.  Thanks 
must  also  be  accorded  to  the  Donors  of 
fruit,  flowers,  vegetables,  hooks  and  other 
gifts,  also  to  those  who  have  collected  and 
sent  tinfoil  to  Matron’s  Tinfoil  Fund  for 
the  purchase  of  a  Ward  Chair  which 
amounts  to  £3  7s.  6d. 

We  note,  with  regret,  that  the  amount 
received  for  donations  and  subscriptions  is 
much  on  the  decrease.  In  1928  we  received 
£456  Is.  8d.,  in  1929  £282  Is.  1  Od. ,  and  this 
year  £169  16s.  8d.  We  hope  that  our 

generous  Public  will  not  put  this 
Hospital  on  the  list  of  subscriptions  that 
must  be  stopped  on  account  of  “  hard 
times.”
